Twelfth Annual Report of the East Tennessee Bible Society. 
In prese nting their ‘Pwelfth Annual Report, the Directors ot 
ast Tennessee Bible Society, have much to regret with regard 
o the condition of so valuable an institution. 
An almost total failure of their agents to make returns, renders 
impossible for the directors to exlnbit correctly, the operations 
of the society for the past year, as well as its present condition: 
md, they are sorry to a dd, that this failure justifies the appre 
hension that a coldness to the cause, tending to retard its useful 
ness and damp the prospects of its sanguine friends, is but toe 
prevalent. 
The Treasurer acknowledges the recetpt of one hundred ; 
torty-four dollars and ninety-three cents daring the past year, 
which sum, thirty dollars have been received from the W ie 
toncounty Bible Society, the rest chiefly by the sale of Bible: 
and ‘Testaments belonging to the Society, annual subscriptions an 
contingent donations.—This sum, added to two hundred and filly 
tive dollars eighty afd one half cents, the balance in the treasury 
at the last anne meeting, makes four hundred dollars seventy 
titer and a fourth cents, new at the disposal of the directors; ther 
having been no e xpe snditures during vac past year. 

The socie ty Tiave on hand 280 Bibles and 112 Testaments of 
different sizes and qualities; besides : 20 bibles i 4) testaments 
put up for the Washington county Bible Society but not yet for- 
warded ' 

The want of returns, before mentioned, places it beyond th 
power of the directors to state how far the designs ofthe societ 
have been carried into execution, in distributing the sacred volume 
amongst the indigent: of course, the entire number at disposal can- 
not be ascertained. 

From a review of the past, as well as the present condition 0! 
the society, it must be acknow ledged that its friends, anticipating 
more e xtensive usefulness from its promising commencement, have 
reason to feel some degree of disappointment. 

But whilst the directors would lament that the efforts of the so 

vetv, for the past year, haye net keen more successfal, they ar 
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grateful to divine Providence, that they are not permitted to des- 
pond. ‘They are confident ‘that a cause, fraught with such glo 
rious results, will Hot be suffered utterly io fail. Shall other Bibl 
societies increase and multiply, w herever the christian name is 
known, dispensing the word of lite to millions, whilst we are cold 
and inactivef Shall three millions of oar ewn fellow-citizens, and 
twenty millifns in Spanish America and Brazil, be left to grope 
their way without this heavenly light? .Nay, shall our very neig: 
bors, our acquaintances, perish by our side for Jack of vision, ad 
nomanlay it to heart? >
